There appears . however, an extraordinary determination on the 
part of the press of this country, either to misunderstand, 
grossly to mistate, the principles announced by Mr Polk; and 
especis ally on the subject of the debts due by the individual States 
of the Union.

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On this account mortgages on real property have now become 
universally repudiated as proper banking securities. Stricily | 
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first and last of these requisites are common alike to all banks ; 
the second and third will admit of some modification, according to 
the state of the money market and the peculiar character of the 
business of particular banks, and especially whether deposits are 

' by practice of a very fluctuating or of a more permanent character. 
On the whole, the first class of bills of exchange may be said 
to possess all the requisites of a perfect banking security in a 
degree superior to any other. The united guarantee of drawer, 
acceptor, and indorsers, insures the ultimate, and generally the 
punctual, payment. The period for which such instruments are 
drawn is generally short. They are always capable of re-conver- 


a 


| sion under ordinary circumstances, and even in a period of greatest 

| pressure money can be obtained upon them in preference to any 

| other security, though perhaps at an advanced rate of in- 
| terest, and the sum to be paid is not exposed to depreciation. 
| But though bills of exchange combine most perfectly all the re- 
| quisites of a banking security, they ere soe. an 
| exercise of more prudence, caution, and knowledge of inc ividuals 
| than any of the other usually received securities, as their value 
| depends altogether on personal responsibility. In short, more 
| strictly speaking, bills of exchange may be termed the only security 
| in which bankers can with propriety absolutely invest their de- 
| posits, or in which prudent bankers practically do so. All the 
| other means of using deposits are rather in the shape of personal 

loans, guaranteed by collateral securities, such as exchequer bills, 

' consol warrants, the scrip of public companies of a well known 
and convertible value, the warrants of merchandise lying in our 
public warehouses, or of any other property at all times and easily 

| cohvertible into money. In most cases the investment of money 
on merchandise is made through the instrumentality of brokers, 
who are personally liable for the sums advanced, and who have 

| a power of sale over the property to realise the funds in order to 
provide payment for the loan in due time. In all such loans, how- 

_ ever, it Is the practice only to advance a portion of the value of 

such property, to secure the banker against any depreciation in 

| its market price when it is sold ; and, in order to give to such loans 

| the further attributes of a banking security, of convertibility at 

| pleasure, and fixing a day for repayment, the promissory note of 
| the borrower is not unusually deposited with the warrants. 

{| But though personal loans, made by bankers with such precau- 
tions, may fairly be considered a legitimate use of deposits, it will 
| be apparent that an actual investment in any of these securities 
| could hardly be considered in that light, as a banker would, by 
| such a course, expose himself to all the consequences of a fluctu- 
| ation in the value of such commodities, and would become a spe- 
| culator in government securities, railway shares, or foreign pro- 
| duce, as the case might be, instead of a mere lender of money at 

| interest. But though it is inconsistent with the business of a 

banker to invest money in such securities, except as a collateral 

guarantee for a personal loan, it is not always inconsistent with 
safe and judicious practical banking to lend money without such 
collaterai securities, and depending only on the personal credit of 
the borrower. The propriety of such investments must, of course, 
depend entirely on the prudence and caution exercised in the 
| transaction. But it certainly cannot but be considered a legiti- 
|} mate transaction fora banker to lend money to a customer in 
| whom he has perfect confidence, ata particular period of the year, 

when it is well known the nature of his business requires the use 

, of a larger capital, and whose spare funds the banker is in the ha- 

, bit of holding at another period of the year when he less requires 

| his capital. In the agricultural districts this practice exists to a 

| greater extent, and is attended with less danger, from the simpli- 

| city of a farmer's transactions, and the more intimate knowledge 

of his affairs possessed by the banker than can possibly prevail 
| in large mercantile and manufacturing communities. If a land- 
| owner requires a large advance of money, to carry out particular 
| improvements in anticipation of his next rents, his banker can al- 
| Ways judge of the propriety or safety, of making such advances, 
| from his local and personal mformation. If a farmer requires an 
| advance at a particular period, either for the purchase of 
stock, or the payment of his rent, his circumstances, charac- 
| ter, and his crop in hand, are usually so well known to his 
| banker as to enable him to judge of the propriety of making such 
| an advance, and of the certainty of its repayment on the day 
stipulated. But such advances on mere personal security, though 
| more common in the agricultural districts, are by no means con- 
| fined to them ; but in whatever cases they prevail much must de- 
pend on the diseretion and peculiar circumstances of each indivi- 
dual banker as to how far he can so employ the deposits in his 
possession ; but in all cases the four general rules for the use of 
deposits should never be lost sight of, and in each individual case 

' jt must be left to the discretion and judgment of the banker him- 
self how far any particular investment which offers secures him 

| in those respects. First, That it is ultimately perfectiv safe. 
Second, That it be repayable within such short periods as com- 

_ with the nature of the deposits in his hands, and to enable 


business, to contract his loans if the state of his deposits or of the 
money market renders such a course desirable. 
should generally be of such a nature as to be capable of being re- 
converted in case of need, or that a sufficient proportion of the 
deposits or other means of a banker should be held in such secu- 
rites in reserve as will enable him to command money for any 
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unforeseen emergency. And, Fourth, That it presents a perfect 
guarantee against depreciation of the principal sum during its cur. 
rency, or sucha margin as will at least secure the banker against 
any ordinary fall of price. 

The whole of our remarks hitherto have been strictly applicable 
to banking conducted with a purely metallic currency; and we will 
now pass on to a consideration of the effect, and more particularly 
as it has of late years existed in this country, ; 

OF A MIXED CURRENCY OF BANK NOTES AND COIN, 

We have already explained under what circumstances coin was 
originally introduced as a medium of exchange, how a portion of 
the capital of the country was abstracted from productive uses to 
perform the function of currency, and how that necessary amount 
of capital became economised by the introduction and instrumen- 
tality of banks. In the progress of time many other plans have 
been adopted for the purpose of further economising the capital 
invested as coin requisite to conduct the internal exchanges, 

Bills of exchange have been resorted to as a means of making 
payments between different parts of the country, instead of trans. 
mitting money to and from various districts for each payment: 
and the practice now so general of making bills of exchange pay. 
able at a banker's in London, is an important additional means 
by which the use ofa large amount of money is dispensed with, 
Again, bankers’ cheques have been now almost universally intro- 
duced for making payments between individuals resident in the 
same town, instead of money being passed to and from various 
individuals for each payment; and thus all the money that is re- 
quired to conduct the whole of these transactions, whether be- 
tween parties resident at a distance from each other, or in the 
same place, is the sum which one banker has to receive from an- 
other as the final balance of these various orders which they hold 
upon each other. The same function which a bill of exchange 
performs between parties at a distance from each other, is per- 
tormed by cheques between parties resident in the same place. 

But the most important way in which the use of money has 
been economised since the introduction of banks of deposit, has 
been by the use of bank notes issued for small sums and payable 
to bearer on demand. From the long habit of an indiscriminate 
use of notes and coin as a circulating medium, much confusion 
prevails as to the precise nature and character of the former. By 
no one has the relation between them and money been stated 
more clearly, or in fewer words, than by Mr Huskisson in the fol- 
lowing sentence :— 

“ Money is a given quantity of gold or silver . . . Money, or coin ofa 
country, is so much of its capital. Paper eurrency is no part of the capital 
of a country. It isso much circulating credit. Whoever buys, gives— 
whoever sells, receives—such a quantity of pure gold or silver as is equiva- 
lent to the article bought or sold: or if he gives or receives paper instead of 
money, he gives or receives that which is valuable only as it stipulates the 
payment of a given quantity of gold or silver. So long as this engagement 
is punctually fulfilled, paper will of course pass current with the coin with 
which it is thus constantly interchangealle. Both money, therefore, and 
paper promissory of money, are common measures and representatives of the 
value of all commodities. But money (gold) alone is the universal equiva- 
lent—paper currency is the representative of that money.” 

Thus bank notes are to be considered as means of trans- 
ferring a claim which one man who holds them has upon the 
issuer of such notes, to another man to whom he pays them. In- 
stead of so much absolute coin, he hands over a document en- 
titling the owner, on presentation, to receive the specified quantity 
of coin; ina similar way that a man, in paying an account, instead 
of handing over the actual money, gives an order or cheque which 
entitles the bearer to receive it from his banker. It is true the 
latter instrument seldom continues in circulation, while the former 
passes from hand to hand for an indefinite period, and is subject to 
different legal regulations ; but in its simple function, as a medium 
of exchange, and as a means of economizing the coin, it is precisely 
the same. And we think it will readily be admitted by all, that 
if such bank notes were established upon a principle which would 
give to the public satisfactory security, and which would really 
act in every way as the coin they represent would act by itself— 
which, in short, would perform all the functions of currency and 
preserve their value as perfectly as coin, that the economy con- 
sequent upon their use would be a source of great gain to & 
country :—First, in saving the wear and tear of the coin which 
they would displace; and, next, by restoring to productive uses 
some portion of the capital which the coin in circulation had ab- 
stracted for the purposes of currency. 

The paper currency which has been issued in various countries, 
and at different times, has materially and essentially varied in its 
character, but it may be generally divided into the two general 
classes of inconvertible and convertible, and on which we will be- 
stow a few remarks separately. : 

First, Incoxvertinte Paver Currency.—This may again be 
divided into two kinds : First, paper issued by a government for its 
general expenditure, nominally representing some coin, but not 
convertible into such coin. If the quantity of such paper issued 
were always kept somewhat below the smallest amount of cut- 
rency required in a country at any given time, so that the addi- 
tional quantity had to be supplied by coin, and thus com ane 
notes freely circulated together, there is no reason whatever why 
such notes should suffer depreciation. But the moment the 
quantity issued exceeded the amount of currency required at any 
moment, the precious metals, having an intrinsic value both for 
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urposes of manufacture and for foreign exchanges, would be 
withdrawn altogether from circulation, and the paper would have 
no limit to its depreciation, except the quantity in which it was 
issued. Second, Paper issued 7 a bank exclusively in the dis- 
count of bills of exchange, or on loan for short periods. It is an 
opinion which many of the ablest writers on currency have held, 
that inconvertible paper notes might be issued to any extent that 
legitimate transactions required them, provided such issues were 
confined to the discount of good bills of exchange, and to loans 
for short periods, without any risk of depreciation, because a 
larger quantity never could be so issued than was again shortly 
returnable to the bank in payment of the loan. The most 
able reasoning with which we have met in favour of this pro- 
position, is in a very clever work by Colonel Torrens, published in 
1812. Against this view it has been urged that, though a mer- 
| chant might require a sum, say of 10,000/ to day, it did not follow 
| that he would require it for any length of time, and that, as it was 
| not returnable to the bank until the repayment of the debt or bill 
| on which it was borrowed became due, the currency might in the 
‘interim be redundant and so much depreciated. But those objec- 
' tors overlook the fact, that if the same merchant did not continue 
| to require the use of the money more than a few days, he would 
either invest it in interest-bearing securities, or, through the me- 
dium of a banker or bill-broker, it would be used to discount other 
bills for other parties at a lower rate than that charged by the 


bank, and would thus intercept such bills or securities on their | 


| way to the bank, which in the meantime would be receiving its 
notes in payment of loans and bills falling due from day to day, 
and, if not re-issued to the same extent, the currency would be

issues. But it is also evident that the instant such a bank began 
to lend money to a government on securities not redeemable, that 
in such a case, as with the government itself, as soon as the quan- 
tity of notes m circulation exceeded the want for currency, that 
moment depreciation would commence, and would go on just in 
proportion as the issues exceeded that limit. In practice, 
therefore, we conceive such a principle far too dangerous for one 
instant to encourage. Still, it is well that the distinction which 
we have pointed out should be understood. 

Second, Coxventinte Paren Cunnency; which we may also 
| consider of two kinds ; First, paper which is convertible into its 
| representative of gold, but not always, at the will of the holder, 
but at some specified, though not far distant, time. However 
secure such paper may be of payment at the time stipulated, 


_ the risk of depreciation ; if gold be required for immediate use to 
balance an adverse foreign exchange or any other purpose, any 
| Instrument, however secure of ultimate payment, will sink in value. 
| Thus, for example, exchequer bills rise and fall in price in the 
| market, as the demand for money rises and falls; but it is clear 
| that, with securities to which no hazard attaches, these fluctuations 
will be confined to the extent to which parties will be induced at 
any particular moment to take them as investments, for the sake 
of the interest they will bear. But in times of great pressure and 
discredit, when there is a great demand for money, and few lenders, 
the price of exchequer bills may fall very low, without implying 
any doubt whatever in their ultimate security ; but simply from 
the fact that they will not command money or coin if wanted at the 
moment. Again, in past times, it was not uncommon for banks 
to issue notes payable on demand, or at a distant day from that 
of presentation, at the option of the issuer, but in such case the 
notes bearing interest till the day of payment. However secure 
such notes might be of ultimate payment, they were never free 
from the risk of depreciation at times of pressure, or an adverse 
exchange, and on this account have long been abandoned in this 
country as part of the currency. 

Second, paper which is at all times convertible, at the option 
of the holder, into its representative in coin,—such as is the whole 
of the paper currency now circulating in the United Kingdom; 


| the Bank of England, yet as the latter are immediately converti- 
le into their representative in coin, so for all practical purposes this 
| 4rrangement does not interfere with the convertibility of country 
| notes, while it has the desirable effect of keeping a large stock 
| of bullion centred in London, where it is always available for 
| transmission to foreign countries, in place of being scattered 
| throughout the country in each banking establishment toa greater 
extent than is necessary for the internal purposes of currency. 
| Indeed, we consider this arrangement a highly desirable and use- 
| ful mode, by which a considerable economy of the use of bullion 
| 1s effected, and the stock of that commodity thus centred in the 
Sank of England, is rendered more effective for all purposes 
| than if held in considerable quantities by private bankers through- 
| out the country, as reserves against their liabilities, ' 
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| or whatever may be the credit of the issuers, it is not free from | 


Smith downward to Ricardo and Huskisson, whatever different 
opinions they held in other respects regarding the currency, were 
agreed at least in this principle, that immediate convertibility 
of notes into the coin they represent, at the option of the holder, 
would be at all times an infalliable guarantee against any depre- 
ciation of their value. The correctness of this opinion is now, 
however, doubted by some and denied altogether by others. It 
is asserted that, nothwithstanding the convertibility into coin at 
the option of the holder, notes may be issued in excess, and may 
depreciate in value. On this principle the bank measure of last 
session was founded, in introducing which Sir Robert Peel said,— 

* We want only a certain quantity of paper, not indeed fixed and definite 
in nominal amount, but just such a quantity of paper, and that only, as 


shall be equivalent in point of value to the coin it represents. If the paper | 


be cheaper than the coin, it is an evil, and not an advantage. That system, 


therefore, which provides a constant supply of paper, equal in value to coin, 


and so varying in amount as to insure at all times immediate convertibility 
into coin, together with perfect confidence in the solvency of the issuers of 
paper, is the system which ought to be preferred.” 


This is unquestionably true ; but it appears to us the most difficult | 
of all conceivable propositions that bank notes, convertible into 
coin at the option of the holder, can ever be “ cheaper than the | 


coin,” or can ever be other than “equal in value to coin.” To

inferior value which they could at option exchange for another of 
superior value. But Sir Robert Peel appears to be of that opinion, 
for he denies that convertibility at pleasure is a security against 
over issues and depreciation. He goes on to say,— 


* Now, unless the issuers of paper conform to certain principles, unless 
they vigilantly observe the causes which influence the influx or cillux of | 
coin, and regulate their issues of paper accordingly, there is danger that the | 


value of paper will not correspond with the value af coin.” 
In our next article we will enter into a consideration of “ those 


principles” to which Sir Robert Peel would have “the issuers of | 


paper money to conform,” in order that the same action may be 
maintained on a mixed currency of paper and coin, as would take 
place upon an entire metallic circulation, in the event of an mflux 
or efflux of bullion; and this we shall have more facility in doing, 
having already, in our former articles, closely examined the effect 
of such events ona purely metallic currency. 





STATISTICAL SOCIETY.—THE LAWS OF SICKNESS 
AND MORTALITY. 

At the last ordinary meeting of this society, H. Hallam, Esq. in the 
chair,a paper by Mr F. G. P. Neison, was read “ On the Laws of Sick- 
ness and Mortality in various trades and localities, indicated by the 
experience of benefit societies.” The data made use of by Mr Neison 
was from two sources—the friendly societies of Englond and the 


friendly societies of Scotland. The former consists of the quinquen- | 


nial returns furnished to government, and tlhe latter of a series of 
returns made in competition for prizes tor the best filled up schedules 
during the period of 12 years, from 1831 to 1842 inclusive. ‘lhe form 
of the schedules and the method of abstracting and converting them 
into life tables were minutely described, and the following are some 
of the most striking results. Asa standard table of comparison, Mr 
Neison calculated a table on the 2, 3, 4, and 5 reports of the Regis- 
trar-General for England and Wales, and the following are the re-

Canapran Conn and Fcour.—All who have attended to the pro- 
ceedings of the agriculturists at their recent meetiugs, are aware of 
the outcry made about the disastrous consequences of the Canada 
Corn Bill of 1843. ‘This bill permits the importation, at the low du y 
of one shilling per quarter, of Canadian corn and flour, and (more 
frightful still) the corn of the United States which has paid the duty 
of three shillings at the Canadian frontier. From the language of 
the “* Farmer's friends,” one would suppose that the people of Britain 
had been chiefly fed for the last two years on the harvests of a small 
colony four thousand milvs distant, and rather unhappily distinguished 
by the severity of its climate, or ou those of Ohio, a thousand miles 
farther off. Here, however, we have the facts before us in a Parlia- 
mentary return just issued. From this we learn that the quantity of 
wheat and flour imported from Canada in the year 1844 was 226,696 
quarters, of which just 19 quarters were American! The importa- 
tion was greater in 1841 when the duties were higher, being 238,723, 
of which 118 quarters were American. ‘The quantity entered for 
home consumption last year was 227,031 quarters, being a trifle more 
than the import. The quantity entered for home consumption im the 
four years ending Sth January last, was 792,506 quarters, of which 
1265 were American, giving an average of 196,126) quarters per an- 
hum, of which 3164 were American. No wonder, then, that the 
farmers are in sore distress! Here is actually @ day and a ha'f's con- 
sumption added to the produce of our own harvests! We submit 
that the mystery of the low prices of the last six months is now 
cleared up, and that the farmer's friends know precisely where to 
look for a remedy !—Scotsman.

Fancy Farr in tue Tuames Tunnet.—There isa fancy fair and 
bazaar now holding in the Thames tunnel, which is brilliantly illumi- 
nated, and the shafts on the Rotherhithe and Wapping shores are 
decorated with flags, banners, and Chinese lanterns. The stall coun- 
ters in the recesses between the castern and western roadway of the 
tunnel are tastefully laid out with curiosities and works of art, and 
people invited, in a very pressing manner, to take tea and coffee un- 
der water; while others are as clamorous in their invitations to per- 
sons to be electrified for a penny cach. In the Wapping shaft a large 
booth is fitted up for the exhibition of feats of legerdemain by the 
Wizard of the North or South, and there ts a splendid cosmorama 
and a saloun of arts iu the Rotherhithe shift, which appeared to be 
the leading attraction of the place. When the shafts are illuminated 
after sunset, the effect is very novel and brilliant. There are two 
bands of music, infant harpists, and various amusements for the gra- 
tification of the visitors, ‘ihe affair has been got up by the stall- 
keepers, who pay a heavy rent to the Tunnel company for the privi- 
lege of selling their wares in the subaqucous thoroughfares, and who 
are likely to profit by the speculation. 

Cuarees acainst a CLercyman.—On Friday the 8th a commis- 
sion of inquiry, under the discipline act, was opened in the hall of 
the College of Advocates, Doctors’ Commons, to examine into the 
foundation of certain charges, preferred by Mr G, Sheldrick, against 
the Hon. and Rev. Frederick Smith Monckton, son of the dowager 
Lady Galway, and perpetual curate of St Peter's church, De Beauvoir 
square, West Hackney.

The evidence adduced upon the 
trial left no moral doubt of the prisoner's guilt, though the lie of de- 
fence went to urge that the unhappy woman committed an act of sul- 
cide—a statement which, extraordinary as it may appear, ‘Tapping 
himself persisted in until within a few seconds of his dissvlution, 
On mounting the scaffold, he appeared about to address the assem- 
blage infront, but the buzz whicharose from the mass of human beings 
congregated evidently convinced him that it was useless to attempt 
to make himself heard, and, turning to the chaplain and ordinary, his 
last words were, “ I acknowledge the justice of my sentence, and I 
forgive every one, as I hope, by God's blessing, to be forgiven.” ‘The 
wretched man then resumed his position in the centre of the drop, 
and looked up with apparent curiosity at the beam aad fatal chain, 
The cap was immediately drawn over his face, the rope adjusted, and 
the unfortunate felon, whose firm nerves never for a moment de- 
serted him, was turned off, and died without a struggle. 

Exptosion anp Loss or Two Lives.--On Saturday afternoon an 
explosion of a most fearful character took place in the manutactory 
belonging to Messrs Robeson and |lighams, patent sigual ight manu- 
facturers, near Poplar. It appears trom inquiries made from one of 
the parties who escaped, that five or six persons were employed in 
the shop—a long range of shedding, one storey in height—in the manu- 
facture of the signal lights; that one of them by accident fell from 
a shelf on to a stove used for the purpose of warming the building, 
and that it exploded with terrific violence.

ductive and dangerous accompaniments with which the nascent and 
growing love of music in these classes must necessarily be attended 
in the music saloon of the public-house or the gin-shop. To this end, 
the committee have engaged the Free-trade Hall, and propose to give 
in that room a series of Saturday evening concerts. We understand 
that the mayor of Manchester has consented to preside, and thus to 
}| give to the innocent amusements and enjoyments of the humblest 
classes of the community over which he presides as chief magistrate 
the high sanction and approval of his presence.— Manchester Guardian, 

Joun Taweit was executed at Aylesbury yesterday morning 
a few minutes before eight o’clock. He had previously made a con- 
fession of his guilt to the chaplain, also that he was guilty of having 
made the attempt upon the life of the same woman in September 
last, as suggested by the evidence for the prosecution at his recent 
trial and conviction. He declared in this statement (of which he 
made a revised copy at five o’clock that morning) that he was not led 
to the commission of the crime by pecuniary motives, but from the 
fear that the fact of his connexion with his unfortunate victim would 
come to the ears of his wife. From five to six thousand witnessed 
his death, including a few women. 

Execution at Reapinc.—On Saturday at noon, the wretched 
man Thomas Jennings suffered the extreme penalty of the law in front 
of the new gaol Reading, Berkshire, in the presence of nearly 6,000 
persons. It will be remembered that the criminal was tried before 
Mr Paron Platt, at the Berkshire assizes, held at the above place on 


Thatcham. ‘That he perpetrated the horrible crime no reasenable 
being could doubt, notwithstanding he persevered in saying, up to 
Friday, that “his Eleazar had been murdered by a girl, who saw him 
put away a bottle containing arsenic, which he had procured in order 
to destroy some mice.” He died with much indifference to his fate 
| and totally uninfluenced by the religious feelings with which it had 
been endeavoured to impress him. 

A.teceo Murper anp Svuicipe.—Joseph Hawksley, farmer, of 
Whittington, a village two miles north of Chesterfield, was appre- 
hended on suspicion of having murdered Mrs Green, his mother-in- 
law, on Thursday, the 13th instant. On Wednesday the prisoner was 
brought up at the Borough Court, before E. G. Maynard and J. Mey- 
nell, Esqs. The examination was private. A number of witnesses 
were examined, whose testimony made out a case of grave suspicion, 
and the prisoner was committed to take his trial for murder. The ex- 
amination terminated at four o'clock, shortly after which he prisoner 
was taken back to the prison. At six o’clock he was seen alive, and, 
as usual, by the wife of the keeper, but at a quarter to seven, on Mr 
Hollingworth (the keeper) entering the cell, he found him hanging 
by his neckeloth to one of the hinges of the door. He was immediately 
cut down, but life proved to be extinct.—Derby Mercury. . 

Anxti-Game-Law Demonstration.—A_ singular demonstration 
against the game laws has just been made by the farmers of Hert- 
fordshire. It originated in the opposition which Mr John Horncastle 
of Gammon’s farm, one of their body, had maintained for a consider- 
able time against his landlord, the Earl of Essex, whose stringent 
preservation of game had inflicted extensive injury on his tenantry. 
The controversy was kept up in the local papers, and thus attracted 
general attention. With that opposition the farmers of the county 
had felt their interests identified. To show their sympathy with, 
and gratitude for, the exertions of Mr Horncastle, in what they justly 
regarded as a common cause, the tenant farmers of his county, and 
those resident on its immediate borders, determined to present him 
with a testimonial. ‘That it might be delivered into Mr Horncastle’s 
hands in a way, and under circumstances, calculated to give effect 
to the act, a public dinner was got up. On Wednesday, accordingly, 
120 tenant farmers assembled at the town hall, St Alban’s, Mr C. Fi. 
Latimore in the chair. ‘The speech with which Mr Latimore pre- 

faced the toast of the evening, “the health of Mr John Horncastle,” 
abounded with interesting facts, illustrative of the deep interest 
which the tenant farmers take in the pending inquiry, and confirma- 
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tory of the large amount of their annual loss from the extensive pre- 
servation of game in the neighbourhood of the lands in their occu. 
pation. 

“They had met,” said the chairman, “to present a testimonial to Mr 

Horncastle, expressive of their approbation of the course which he had 
pursued with respect to a subject of great importance to farmers, namely 
the game laws; and it was worthy of remark that not a single landlord or 
land agent had subscribed to that testimonial (hear, hear) ; so that it might 
truly and fairly be taken as an expression of opinion on the part of the far. 
mers of Hertfordshire and Bedfordshire on the subject of the over-strict 
preservation of game.” 
‘The testimonial consists of a strongly-expressed address, in which 
Mr Horncastle’s exertions in endeavouring to accomplish a change in 
the existing game laws are gratefully acknowledged. The address 
is beautifully written on vellum, and is inclosed in a splendid frame 
richly carved and gilt. ‘The testimonial was subscribed to by 316 
persons, of which number 241 were tenant-farmers. ‘Those farmers 
occupy ap area of land covering an extent of at least 65,000 acres, 
The act therefore may be justly looked upon as an indication of the 
opinions which the farmers entertain on this important subject. A 
purse of 60 guineas was also presented to Mr Horncastle’s youngest 
son, as a further expression of their respect for his public-spirited 
father. The following narrative of the case, as between Mr Horn. 
castle and his noble landlord, will, mutatis mutandis, be recognised as 
one which has its counterpart in every game-preserving district 
throughout the kingdom :— 

* In 1831 Mr Horneastle became the occupier of Gammon’s Farm, which 
hestillheld. . . . . The farm, which contained 250 acres, was taken 
in 1831 from the late Earl of Essex, When Mr Horncastle took it, the 
game were moderately preserved, the tenant allowed for his own amuse- 
ment to keep greyhounds, and the privilege of ferreting and shooting rabbits, 
(Hear, hear.) ‘Ihings thus went on until the death of the late ear] in 1839 
when the present Earl of Essex became the owner of the estates, No sooner 
had that nobleman come into the possession of his property than a new 
order of things took place, Mr Horncastle being deprived of the privileges 
with respect to game which he formerly possessed, orders having been given 
for the strict preservation of the game upon the noble earl’s property. In 
1840, Mr Horncastle found the increase of game so injurious to his interests, 
that he, in conjunction with two or three other tenant-farmers who were 
similarly situated, caused a survey to be made, in order to ascertain the 
amount of injury done to their crops by the game, as they felt that sucha 
course was absolutely necessary in justice to their families. The result of 
that survey was, that Mr Horncastle ascertained the injury to his property 
from game in that year to have been of an extent equal to 63/ 10s inmoney. 
After some squabbling on the part of Lord Essex, that nobleman consented 
to pay 407 to the farmer as aremuneration for the losses that year; but it 
was accompanied with a remonstrance, and an intimation that tf he brought 






this intimation naturally was, that he forebore to press his claims for com- 
pensation in the following years, although he continucd to suffer injury to 
his property from the damage done by the game. In the year 1844, however, 
the damage recently from the game became still more oppressive, or at all 
events more conspicuous, than it had ever been before. Mr Horncastle 
consequently got a survey made of about 40 acres of his land, consisting of 
20 acres of wheat, and 20 acres of clover and rye, aud the survey left an 
estimate of a loss of 712 10s on those 40 acres from game alone. (Hear.) 
The remaining portion of his farm was not surveyed ; but it was very easy 
for the practical farmers assembled in that room to calculate the loss which 
must necessarily have been caused on the whole farm, when 40 acres left 
an average of loss toan amount of 7]/ 10s. (Hear.)” ' 
This statement embodies a formidable amount of evidence as to 

the injury inflicted on the crops by game, when preserved in large || 
quantities, from one tenant farmer, and that farmer the holder ofa |; 
comparatively small farm. Mr Latimore supplied further facts:— || 

* Tn one case with which he was acquainted, the loss upon 100 acres of 

wheat by the ravages of game was 100/ in one year, and he had been in- | 
formed that in another case the loss upon 36 acres had been 10/ an acre, or 
3607 in one year. (Hear, hear.) That statement appeared to describe an 
extraordinary amount of loss, but the man who suffered the loss was pre- 
pared to verify it on oath. He was acquainted with another case, in whieh || 
a man who held a small farm of 180 acres lost for several years no less than 
10s an acre by the ravages of game. That was an immense loss to a man | 
who held merely a small farm.” 
The moral deterioration of the agricultural labourers, through the 
temptations supplied by the abundance of the game in the neighbour- 
ing covers, is manifest to all who are acquainted with the districts in 
which game abounds :— 

* In the village of Wheathampstead, several young men were absolutely 
trained to poaching, and the effect upon the Jabourers around them was | 
very injurious, Not only was such a pursuit of an evil nature, but it had 

: 





a most injurious influence on the mind of the honest industrious labourer, | 
who often must compare his condition with that of the poacher, who had 
frequently more money to expend than the humble honest labourer. ( Hear, | 
hear.) The invariable result of poaching was, first to lead to imprisonment, | 
and next to the hulks; for young men who followed that vicious pursuit 
generally grew up advancing in the breaking of the law, until at last they | 
received a punishment which put an end to their further offences in this | 
country.”

like those which have preceded them, supply convincing proofs of the 
demoralization and crime which result from the game laws. This 
branch of the inquiry will not, we trust, be lost sight of by the Par- || 
liamentary Committee. Whether the subject be looked at as con- 
nected with the morals of the labourer, or the interests of the farmer 
—as a question of policy or of patriotism, it presses itself upon the 
consideration of the legislature. We trust the game laws will speedily 
be so altered as to greatly abate, if the change do not wholly abolish, 
the mischiefs of which they have been the source.

Unirep SrarEs.—By the packet ship George Washington, Captain 
Fletcher, which reached Liverpool on W ednesday afternoon, we have 
received New York papers to the 6th instant inclusive, on which day 
she sailed, and has consequently made the passage in twenty days. 


The intelligence received is of importance—the Texas annexation 
having passed both houses of congress, and received the signature of 
the President; the Ore ‘gon occupation bill having been rejected ; and 
the new President having been installed into office, and promulgated 
his views and opinions in a “ Message.” The bill for the Annexation 
of Texas passed the Senate on the 27th February, the Representa- 
tives on the 28th, and was returned, with the signature of the Presi- 
dent, on the Ist instant.

The reduction of postage bill has passed both houses amid a per- 
fect storm of opposition. The rate for letters is fixed at 5 cents 
under 300 miles, and double that sum fora further distance. The 
measure will crush the private mails, of which so many have been 
for a length of time in operation. 

Florida and Iowa have been admitted formally into the union as 
states, swelling the number of states to 28, and as the papers remark, 
“ not including Texas,” which, of course, they fairly reckon on now. 

On the 4th March, James K. Polk, in the presence of some 30,000 
people, entered upon his career as President of the United States. 
Ilis Inaugural Address is tempered with moderation, and has evi- 
dently been written to gain favour with both parties. He goes for 
Texas, Oregon, and every other territory that can be gained con- 
stitutionally. A revenue tariff is commended, protection to be the 
contingent only ; but no as alteration is threatened. He goes 
against Abolition and a National Bank, of course, and condemns Re- 
pudiation, expressing a hope that the de ‘faulting states will “ pay up,” 
as the late pressure of circumstances under which they have laboured | 
shall have died away.

Beneath its be nign sway peace and 
prosperity prevailed. Freed from the burdens and miseries of war, our 
trade and intercourse have extended throughout the world, Mind, no 
longer tasked in devising means to accomplish or resist schemes of ambi- 
tion, usurpation, or conquest, is devoting itself to man’s true interests, in 
developing his faculties and powers, and the capacity of nature to minister 
to his enjoyments. Genius is free to announce its inventions and discove- 
ries ; and the hand is free to accomplish whatever the head conceives not 
incompatible with the rights of a fellow-being. All distinctions of birth or 
| of rank have been abolished. All citizens, whether native or adopted, are 

placed upon terms of precise equality, All are entitled to equal rights and 
equal protection.

Theatres xX other Wublic Amusements. 


Easter week has of course been signalised, as of old, by the mana- 
gers of all the theatres, and other caterers for public amusement and 
instruction in the metropolis, by great efforts to sustain and raise their 
fame in their various departments of exertion. 

Ar Drury Lane, on Monday, a new comic ballet was produced 
by way of Easter piece. The thread of the piece, for there is nothing 
in the nature of a plot, even of the ballet order, is formed by the 
fourberies of two escaped convicts, Robert (Mr W. Hl. Payne) and 
Bertrand (Mr 'T. Matthews). The ‘first scene shows an inn yard, and 
the arrival of a wedding party; the two chevaliers d’ industrie enter, 
and discuss a sumptuous luncheon. After which, watching their op- 
portunity, one of them steals in at the inn window, while the guests 
are viewing a discharge of fireworks, carries away the bride’s por- 
tion, and makes off with it, along with hiscompanion. In this scene 
there was a capital burlesque of “the cachoucha by Payne and Mat- 
thews, which infinitely delighted the spectators. In the next act we 
find Robert and Bertrand established as the directors of an assurance 
office against thieves, and swindling a provident public at a great 
rate ; but the police have their eye upon them, and they are driven to 
a variety of amusing shifts to escape, which they at last effect by 
jumping intoa balloon on the point of setting off, to the ousting of 
the legitimate seronaut. It is hardly worth while ‘to waste any criti- 
cism on a piece just put together only to serve the demand ‘of the 
season, and which presents no noticeable features but the drollery of 
the two amusing actors we have named, and some agreeable danc- 
ing. Indeed the management of Drury Lane generally is beneath 
criticism. 

Ar THe Haymarket, during the week, some good entertainment 
has been provided by the representation of three pieces, two of them 
established in public favour, and the third, in every sense of the 
word, a novelty. First, we have had Peake’s very laughable comedy 
the Sheriff of the County, excellently cast, and, the retore, excellently 
performed. After this came Planche'’s new burlesque ot the story of 
Jason, Medea, and the Golden Fleece. And lastly, Young England, the 
latter one of the cleverest things which we have seen for a long 
time. 

At tHe Lyceum Tueatre, the Keeley dynasty has commenced 
another season, to be as prosperous, we hope, as the last. Various 
improvements have been made in the building, and a complete set of 
new pieces brought out. Among these, the best isa burlesque en- 
titled Whittington and his Cat. The legendary lord mayor and his 
feline source of fortune furnish the materials for a very fair burlesque, 
not perhaps quite so brilliant as some we have laughed at and with, 
but abounding in many clever hits, in some te ing | parodies, and ad- 
mirably acted by every one who had a hand init. The hero, Dick, 
was played by Mrs Keeley, with all her usual archness and vivacity. 
Her good-natured little partner was very rich as the Emperor of 
Morocco—the Lion Tamer of the Desert, and his burlesque imitation of 
Van Amburgh convulsed the house with laughter. Then we had 
Wigan costumed and made up as the Prince de Joinville, breathing 
out fire and fury against perfide Albion, and waltzing with Miss Fare- 
brother, the Princess, in the veritable Chaumiere fashion. The Cat 
was enacted by Mr J. W. Cotxirer, who showed the ability of a 
clever pantomime performer; and Mr Kinloch was spirited and 
telling in Hugh Dottrell, Dick's fellow- -apprentice. The spectacle 
altogether was a pretty one, and the pretty corps de ballet furnished 
forth a company of admirable fairies. ‘The curtain fell amid loud 
applause.

Those 
paintings which attracted the greatest notice were, Hogarth’s series 
of “Marriage a la Mode,” which were painted exactly a century 
since, the palette under the portrait of himself and dog bearing the 
name “ William Hogarth, 1745;” and Wilkie’s “ Blind Fiddler,” 
and “ Village Festival.”

EPITOME OF NEWS. 


Aw American mail has this week brought us intelligence of the 
last legislative act under the Tyler presidency, an important one, 
being the ratification of the Texas annexation bill, and, what is 
still more important, the inauguration speech of the new presi- 
dent, Mr Polk. Events in the United States have been so long 








| working to the result now come to in respect of Texas—events 


: . . ° ler 
which received their crowning when Mr Polk was so unexpectedly 
made president—that the news just received cannot excite much, 
though still they do excite a little, surprise. No one is at a loss 
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to comprehend the objects of the Southern States of the Union in 
their desperate efforts, which have at last been successful, to 
obtain the annexation of Texas. The public feeling in the 
North-eastern States against slavery was beginning to alarm 
them, and by this move they fancy they have increased their elec- 
toral power—their power over the unhappy negro race. So they 
have; but it yet remains to be seen whether an exasperation of 
feeling in the north will not be the consequence, which will lead 
at no distant day to a disruption of the Union. It cannot be sup- 
nosed that the sedate, liberal, and learned new Englanders will 
ene to be exposed to the world as everlastingly connected with 
‘the infamous tyranny over slaves; though it may fairly be ques- 
tioned if the introduction of the free black population of Texas 
into the Union will not do much to break down the existing anti- 
pathy to colour, and finally tend to the abolition of slavery. 

The President's message seems to indicate that though hitherto 
an obscure, Mr Polk is by no means an insignificant, personage, 
or that he is to allow the dignity of his office to be in any way 
tarnished in the eyes of his countryman while held by him. He 
goes for annexation, not only of Texas, but also the Oregon terri- 
tory. Ata time that negotiations were understood to be pending 
between the Government of the United States and ours, as to an 
adjustment of the dispute between them and us, regarding the right 
to that territory, Mr Polk comes boldly forward and says—“ Our 
title (to the whole of the disputed ground) is clear and unquestion- 
able.” There is not much diplomacy in this—so much the bet- 
ter. Ofa surety the ground is not worth fighting for; but Eng- 
land has not heretofore been accustomed to yield all to the mere 
demands of foreign states. 

Some of the praises of the constitution of the United States ut- 
tered by Mr Polk sound oddly in a European ear. “It leaves 
individuals,” he says, “over whom it casts its protecting influence, 
entirely free to improve their own condition by the legitimate ex- 
ercise of all their mental and physical powers. It is a common 
protector of each and all the states; of every man who lives upon 
our soil, whether of native or foreign birth; of every religious 
sect, in their worship of the Almighty according to the dictates of 
their own conscience ; of every shade of opinion, and the most free 
inquiry; of every art, trade, and occupation, consistent with the 
laws of the States. And we rejoice in the general happiness, 
prosperity, and advancement of our country, which have been the 
offspring of freedom and not of power.’’—All this would be elo- 
quent, if it were true. But as long as slavery exists in that coun- 
try, such words sound very much like a libel on the sacred name 


| of freedom.

On the other hand, let us do Mr Polk the justice to say that he 
promises to serve his country to good purpose in abolishing all 
protecting duties, except the incidental protection afforded by mo- 
derate duties imposed for the purpose of obtaining a revenue. 
Herein he points to a great good to his own country and to the 
world. Let us hope that the extended commerce which he con- 
templates will be the means of inspiring his countrymen with 

| better ideas both of their rights and their duties than they seem 
now to entertain, and become the means, as it would be sure to 
| do, if speedily brought about, of ensuring an honourable and ever 

lasting peace with all with whom they should come so in contact.

| Another subject, however, equally, if not more, important, is 
| booked for an earlier, We allude to the state of Ireland, the

LrEps, Thursday.—Since we last wrote, the intervention of Easter holidays has af- 
forded some respite to those engaged in the arduous business of the share market. 
Prices in London yesterday, were generally not so ,ood at the close, probably in conse- 
quence of the American news, which may cause a temporary depression in stocks. 
Great Norths are fast moving up to 200/ per share, and the 40/ new from 48/ te 52/. The 
postponement of the Leeds and Thirsks, and the grant of two branches to the Great 
Northern, have removed every depressing influence from this company. Midlands are 
firm at 142/, and the 40/ shares lively at 153/. These latter are now worth notice, as it is 
certain that the greater part, if not the whole share, will be called up. Manchesters and 
Birminghams remain quiet at 574. When it is known generally that this stock will parti- 
cipate pro rata in the new creation of London and Birmingham stock, which must now 
speedily take place, the public will be eager to secure Manchesters and Birminghams 
at much higher rates than the present. Manchester and Leeds are in sfatu quo, at 147/ 
ex dio. The decision of the Board of Trade against the Huddersfield and Manchester 
has not yet circulated sufficiently so give the impetus, which it must ultimately do, to 
this stock. Lancaster and Carlisles are very strong at 364/, and negotiations now in pro- 
gress among some of the neighbouring compamies will further improve upon this price. 
Amongst the lines favourably reported upon by the Board of Trade is the Erewash 
Valley, now at 124 premium.

INDIGO, 

At the close of last week we had the new India mail, with letters 
| from Calcutta to the 8th February. They mention that there were 
| but few fine marks of indigo of the last crop remaining unsold, and 
the quantity available consisted of bought in lots, native manu- 
facture, and up-country sorts; but even of all these it was sup- 
posed that no more than 15,000 maunds were unsold. In conse- 
quence, the indigo season was likely to be closed by the end of the 
month; and, having produced about 40,000 chests, or 140,000 maunds, 
it was believed that the crop would be divided as follows :—

; Prices throughout the season being rather higher in Calcutta than 
in Europe, the Americans and Persians were not enabled to make 
purchases to the extent they usually do, and it is considered that 
they will draw their necessary supplies, during the approachin 
Season, at cheaper rates from London than from Calcutta. In both 
countries the consumption of indigo is of the low and middling sorts, 
such ag ordinary kinds of Bengal, Benares, and ‘Tirhoot, Kurpah, Ma- 
ras, Manilla, and Java, which, for the last six months past, could 
lave been, and can now be, procured cheaper in London than corre- 
sponding sorts could have been obtained, this season, in the Calcutta 
market. Besides, it is well known that, of late years, the trade in all 
Sorts of commodities from various parts of Europe, but principally 
rom the Mediterranean ports to Persia, by way of Trebisond, has 
much increased, and considerable quantities of indigo—Java, Kur- 
pab, Madras, and low Bengal—have gone by that route to the north-

commodities is by far greater than in the south of that vast empire. 
The distance from Trebisond to the Persian frontiers is little more 
than 300 English miles; and we understand that the transport of 
merchandize through the northern parts of Asia Minor, not only from 
Trebisond, but likewise from Diarbekr, is, comparatively speaking, 
safe and quick. The greatest manufacturing industry in Persia is 


carried on in the large and fertile province of Khorassan, and in the | 


vicinity of Teheran, the capital, consequently nearer to the transports 


of merchandize through the northern parts of Asia Minor, than by | 


the old route from our Indian presidencies, by Muscat, Bushire, Shi- 
raz, Bussorah. Thus, the trade from and to Persia is likely perma- 
nently to take another route from that which it formerly had, and 
decidedly in favour of Europe, since much less trade will in future be 
‘arried on by the medium of the markets of Bombay, &c. To show 


the increasing extent of the Trebisond trade, it may not be uninte- | 


resting to know that, in the year 1830, only 5,000 bales of merchan- 


dize had passed through that place to Persia, while in 1835 the | 
| quantity had increased to 20,000 bales, and has since, we understand, 


increased at a still greater ratio. 
Our readers will have observed, from our annual tables, that the 


| export of indigo from London to the United States and Canada 


amounted to nearly 1,600 chests, against only a few hundreds an- 
nually, in the nine years from 1832 to 1840, and from 700 to 800 
chests in each of the succeeding three years, 1841, 1842, and 18643. 
We presume that in future the greatest part, if not the whole, of the 
indigo to be consumed in the States will be drawn from the London 
and Liverpool markets, since they cootain all the sorts suitable for the 
American dyeing establishments, and not, as is the case in Calcutta, 
only one sort, that, namely, which is obtamed from the Bengal and 
other districts. The United States consume now nearly all the Ca- 


racas, and a considerable portion of the indigo produced in Guati- | 


mala, better prices being paid for them in the markets of New York 
and Boston than in those of Europe. We presume that the actual 
consumption of all sorts of indigo in the United States of America 
cannot now be estimated at less than 1,000,000 lbs, or the contents of 
about 4,000 chests at 250 lbs each. 

lhe London indigo market is now very inactive, partly in conse- 
quence of the communication with the northern parts of the Conti- 
nent of Europe not having as yet been re-established, and partly be- 
cause the new quarterly sales, commencing on the 15th of April, are 
near at hand, and the show of the indigo, to be then exposed tor sale, 
has commenced this week, giving sufficient occupation to brokers and 
others. About 3,500 chests have been declared, of which nearly 
2,000 chests are Bengal and similar sorts, the rest, say about 1,500 
chests, are Madras, Kurpah, and various other low sorts. About a 
thousand chests of the new crop have arrived and will be added, to- 
gether with some old parcels, Madras, &c. likely to arrive in time. 
The total quantity, therefore, is not likely to be less than 5,000 
chests of all sorts, principally ordinary and low, particularly suitable 
for the home consumption. The present value of indigo is not 
higher than the average rates of the last January sales, a trifling ad- 
vance being occasionally paid on single lots wanted for particular 
purposes. It appears to be the opinion of those best versed in the 
trade of this article, that prices of the bulk of the April sales are not 
likely to go higher. The best shipping sorts, from their being scarce, 
may be forced up a trifling per centage upon the last rates. 

The consumption of the article in all parts of Europe continues to 
be on an extensive scale, and is not likely to diminish, as long as the 
prices remain so moderate as they are at present, and manufacturing 
pursuits keep on their present large and profitable scale. 





FLAX AND LINEN MARKETS. 

Bevrast.—Flax in the various markets of the north last week has 
realized a further advance of 2d to 3d per stone, say 20s to 25s per ton. 
The hand-scutched of middling and prime qualities are in brisk de- 
mand, ranging from 5s 6d to 6s 6d per stone—say 39s 6d to 46s per 
ewt. The advance on the coarser qualities of milled flax within the 
past six weeks has not been so great as upon the hand-scutched. 
Coarse, 42s to 463; middling, 48s to 528; good, 56s to 58s; fine 60s to 
65s; very fine, 68s to 75s per cwt. Our spinners have generally good 
stocks laid in at the low rates of the beginning of the season, and they 
are not now weighty buyers, but the demand continues. brisk from 
England and Scotland. The stock of fore:gn for sale here is now re- 
duced to small compass. By the late leiters from Russia it appears 
a further advance has taken place there, owing principally to the de- 
ficiency of the last crop, a great proportion of which could be saved 
until it was covered with snow, The present advancing rates in flax, 
with no immediate prospect of a decline in prices, hold out great in- 
ducement to our farmers to sow largely this present season. Fine 
hemp being at alow price, has been purchased in London as a substi- 
tute for course flax, in spiuning.

| Again, there isa line for Sardinia, and another for Genoa in con- 
| Junction with Leghorn, and a line for Tuscany and another for 

Leghorn, including Genoa; and as it is impossible to know what 

portion of a cargo is landed at either of these places when entered 
| out for both, we shall in future put Sardinia and Tuscany together, 
_ including Genoa and Leghorn. Again, with regard to Chili and 

Peru, it is impossible to distinguish accurately what portion of the 

cargoes of ships so entered out are landed in each market ; and in 

future, therefore, these two countries will be included in one. The 
same remark applies to Malta and the Ionian Islands, to Madras and 

Calcutta, to Singapore and Batavia, and the Levant markets admit 

of a clearer classification. In our account of last week the totals to 

each of these markets are strictly accurate, but it is impossible to say 

if the precise classification is correct. For example, goods shipped 
| to Trieste and Venice may appear under the head Austria, or goods 
| shipped to Genoa or caakore may appear under the head Sardinia 

or Tuscany; but the totals, Trieste, Venice, and Austria, are cor-

It will, therefore, be a rich harvest tor the 
continental manufactures. It is said that English goods, at this time 
on board different vessels frozen out of the continent, have accumu- 
lated to the amount of nearly évo millions sterling, waiting for the 
opening of the continental ports; and, therefore, the tables of ex- 
ports to those countries exhibits a large quantity of goods as exported, 
which have not, nor will for some time, reach their destination.

SMITHFIELD. 


Monpay, March 24.—Since this day se’nnight the im- 
portations of live stock from abroad for our market have 
not exceede’l 50 oxen and cows, together with 32 sheep— 
allfrom Holland. To-day we had on offer 27 beasts, 
and 20 sheep. The quality was far from first-rate ; but 
there were no appearances of the epidemic amongst 
either beasts orsheep. The former sold heavily, at from 
14/ to 19/, the latter, 28s to 37s per head. 

The arrivals of beasts from our grazing counties were 
somewhat extensive, but their general quality was in- 
ferior; but at least a fourth of them was suffering from 
disease. Upwards of 100 beasts and 300 sheep were 
left on the roads, while from 20 to 30 beasts and 60 sheep 
were carted out of the market to-day from the same 
cause. Many of the beasts left unsold must, we fear, 
undergo the same fate. 

The supply of beasts being good, the dead markets 
heavily stocked, and the unwillingness of butchers to 
purchase largely during Lent, the beef trade was again 
excessively heavy, and Friday's depression of 2d per 8lbs 
was barely supported—the very highest figure for the 
best Scots not exceeding 3s 10d per 8lbs. The primest 
beasts were nearly all disposed of. 

The numbers of sheep were rather limited, which 
caused the mutton trade to rule tolerably steady, at 
prices about equal to those obtained on Monday last— 
the best old Downs selling without much difficulty at 4s 
6d per 8ibs. 

No lambs came to hand from the Isle of Wight; 
while, from other quarters, the receipts were rather 
limited. Down qualities sold slowly, at from 5s 10d to 
63; other kinds, from 5s to 5s 84 per Slbs, being about 
stationary figures. 

With calves we were but moderately supplied; yet 
the demand for them, especially middling and infe- 
rior qualities of veal, was in a very sluggish state, at 
bare’y, in some instances, a trifle beneath last week’s 
quotations, 

From Leland we received 120 pigs; while from our 
neighbouring counties the supply was moderate. Neat 
small porkers sold steadily; other kinds of pigs slowly, 
at late rates.
